early taken we need liavc no fear of cholera, 
little of fever, and without either will still 
have visible effects of cleanliness on tlic 
public health. 
REGULATION. 
Concerning the principles and doctrines 
of the regulation of corporations by the 
sovereign power in a free State, there is 
every reason to believe that the people are 
coming into the true light, and that mere 
passion and prejudice arc “ giving way” to 
reason and justice. 
This is evident from the tone of public 
sentiment in the West compared to its fever­ 
ish state a few years ago, when conservatism 
was trodden beneath the heel iff passion. It 
is evident in the revulsion of feeling in 
Georgia, where the demand for the repeal 
of radical legislation, arises out of the grave 
injury of the results of unreasoning regula­ 
tion of railroads, that crippled the service, 
drove enterprise and investment from the 
State and put a muzzle upon development. 
Regulation, to prevent the encroachment 
of aggregated and organized capital upon 
popular rights, and the interests of tiie 
communities of a State; between shipper 
and carrier; insurer and insured; banker 
and depositor, etc., is established in our 
system at this day to be right, and has at­ 
tained the full growth of a governmental 
principle. Rut when it is once agreed that 
the. power of regulation shall he exercised, 
the only thing remaining to be considered 
by a sovereign people is how shall it be ex­ 
ercised? Destructively or fosteringly? In 
the interests of all, or by the measure of 
the selfishness of the few? Dictatoriallv 
in the interests of the majority, or with 
conservative regard for the interests of all, 
irrespective of their political power in the 
State? 
In short, the only remaining question is, 
shall regulation lie one or two-sided? Shall 
it be in favor of A and opposed to 1!, or in 
favor "i R and opposed to G and A, or shall 
it conserve the. interests and adjust the 
rights of A, R and O with relation to each, 
and each to the other ? 
It is no more right, decent, honest or 
respectable to say “ we favor regulation ot 
corporation A, in tiie interest of producer 
15, or shipper G," than it is to declare that 
“ we favor the regulation o f producer R. 
in the interest of corporation A.” It is no 
more justifiable to say “ we propose to 
regulate in favor o f the carrier, than in 
favor of the shipper.” 
It is no more conceivable that deliberate 
legislative or judicial bodies, born of a 
self-governing people, should announce in 
advance the side they will champion, than 
that a Judge should he respected, or re­ 
main unimpeached, who would declare “ if 
the ease of S against T comes before me. I 
siiail he for S.” 
The very principle upon which regula­ 
tion must be based, is that of perfect justice 
—so m-ar as attainable by human beings— 
between the interests involved and bias for 
none. 
Regulation, to be maintained 
among self-respecting and honest men, 
must take on the loftiest judicial attitude. 
And it is thinkable that the aggregated 
judgment of a rightly informed community 
may approach to this ideal very closely. We 
believe that if there is any progress to be 
made under our system at all, it will be in 
this direction, and that there are indica­ 
tions of the tendency even now, though 
we are driven to admit that they are slight, 
and must he sought for beneath the froth­ 
ing surface of a demagogic outcry and the 
agitation that selfish interests and mis­ 
guided judgments endeavor to keep tip to 
the boiling point. 


THE SANITARY QUESTION. 
There is no denying that a largo num­ 
ber of otherwise very estimable people do 
resist public sanitory regulations. It is all 
the m ire necessary, therefore, that muni­ 
cipal sanitation should lx* enforced. We 
repeat, it cannot he left to individuals. The 
majority, right thinking, will “ clean tip,” 
a majority will negative the labor by re­ 
maining apathetic, nr hy outright resistance. 
For instance, only a day or two ago one of 
the Wealthiest citizen:-, one able to do much 
for the good of the city, or who »n the ad­ 
vent f an epidemic is perfectly able to 
take his family and flee to the mountains 
or sea, er to the uttermost parts of the eiirlh 
declared publicly that he believed the an 
thorities had " no right to compel a man to 
expend money to clean up his premises, 
or adopt sanitary precautions. 
If the 
cholera or yellow fever comes, let them 
come; if they don't, it’s all right.” This 
kind o' latali-.m is .simply astounding. It 
proceeds upon the idea lhat a man owes 
nothing to the town in which lie lives, that 
there are no obligations upon him to so 
live a“ to conserve tiie interest.- of the 
whole community—at bust to so maintain 
his premises a- not to expose his neighbor 
unnecessarily tu danger. Pf must be con­ 
fessed, that while our Health Officer is effi­ 
cient. and dutiful, the steps taken in regard 
to the sanitation of the city generally are 
very unsatisfactory, i'artieularly, outside 
of the attention given to China slough and 
the work of improving the drainage, not 
nearly so much has been done as should 
have been. It i;. now nearly a month since 
cholera and yellow fever appeared, and 
tin I r pr gres,- has Ivon ,-lcady and unstnyed. 
Neither may reach us this season—either 
or both may within a week. Yet the neces­ 
sary inspection of the city lias not been 
made, and none of the steps have been 
taken that are necessary to put tiie town in 
a fit condition to resist the diseases—always 
excepting the labors of the health officer 
in .as-ailing foul cesspools and the like. 
But, we repeat, no one man can do the 
work, nor two, nor three. Nor can any 
number do it, except the authorities vigor­ 
ously support them. We are having a deal 
of talk and very little work. In the mean­ 
time, damp cellars remain closed, box 
drains are foul, slops overflow keg recepta­ 
cles andsour the ground, some thousands 
of filthy pits remain unclcaned, and are 
innrx ent of disinfectants. Means are not 
supplied the people as should be done by 
the city to cheaply cleanse filth depisitories, 
a minority stubbornly refuse to obey the 
Health Officer; the Chinese quarter re­ 
mains a ready breeding place for the plague, 
and its foul basements and the fouler earth 
beneath its floors invite the propagation of 
the seeds of disease. Very little importance 
is to he attached to the scheme of pumping 
fresh water into the slough. The gemi- 
ladencd waters of the pond will not be ren­ 
dered harmless by dilution, nor if, as is 
«intended, tiie place is fed by an under 
conduit, will the pumping scheme at all 
affect the volume of the water or its level. 
The more sensible plan is to pump in sand, 
in aid of the scheme of raising the grade of 
street and alley, and the credit of the city 
should he pledged to the full limit to carry 
out some such plan. The problem of pre­ 
serving the cities and towns of the county 
from serious assaults by cholera, is put in a 
nutshell by the Philadelphia 3lcHiral JVom : 
“ Gholera is a filthy disease; its antidote is 
cleanliness.” So. too, the State Board of 
Health of New York, sums up the preven­ 
tive when it urges upon all towns daily in­ 
spection of yards and alleys, the cleaning 
of pit* and drainage of low grounds, imd the 
removal or correction of all filth and un­ 
sanitary matters. With these precautions 


Says the New York 1 'i/mmrrciolAdvertiser

Judge Adams of .San Luis Obispo seconded the 
nomination of Mr. Kstee. 
There being no other nominations, Norton of 
Sonoma moved that they be closed. Carried. 
Dr. Obed Harvey moved tliat tbe Hon. M. M. 
Estee lie declared temporary Chairman by 
acclamation. Carried. 
The Chair appointed W. II. Parks and F. 
Adams a committee to conduct Mr. Estee to the 
chair. 
Ou assuming the duties of the Chairmanship, 
Mr. Estee said he would be insensible to the 
common emotions of a blunt aud cold heart if 
lie did not appreciate the generous and compli­ 
mentary manner in which he had been re­ 
ceived.' He returned thanks for the high com­ 
pliment conferred. He said: You are called 
upon to-day to select Presidential Electors, 
Alternates, and to adopt a party platform. The 
Convention meets to-dav under most pleasing 
circumstances. The National Republican Con­ 
vention which recently met in Chicago gave us 
a platform of principles which, in a marked 
degree, contains the host thoughts and consid­ 
erations of wisdom that has been presented to 
our people fora decade of years.

We believe in protecting 
American capital. American industry, and 
above and beyond all. we believe iu protecting 
America, and if James G. Blaine is elected 
—{Loud and continued applause mid cheer-J— 
we know that the A m enean flag, the glorious 
stars and stripes, will he respected on every 
s.-a, and the American name honored through­ 
out the world. (Prolonged cheers.] We wel­ 
come to our ranks all who think it is wrong to 
bring his muscle and his capital into competi­ 
tion with that of foreign nations. 
We are 
strongly opposed to cutting down the tariff on 
wool twenty-five per cent., and we, especially of 
California are unalterably opposed to cutting 
down the duty on wine twenty-live percent. 
[Cheers.] We 'are ill favor of preserving I he 
present tariff, atidjif need be of re-enacting tlic 
tariff of 1567 on wool. [Cheers.] Never iu the 
history of the party were we so united through­ 
out the Union as to-day. Never was there suelr 
a harmonious feeling iu tlic ranks of tlm Repub­ 
lican party in California as that which has pre­ 
vailed sin'cc the nomination of their choice for 
President, James G. Blaine. [Prolonged cheers.J 
He remembered that two years ago iio received 
Intt little over half the support that he did to­ 
day. I Laughter.] Let us pull together as heart­ 
ily’ ana strongly this year as we did against one 
another two years ago, and victory is sure to 
jiereh on our banners. [Laughter and cheers.]

EVENING SESSION. 
Immediately after the Convention was called 
to order at the evening session, an assessment 
of 81 per delegate w as made and collected. 
The Committee on Credentials made their re­ 
port, which was adopted. 
The report of the Committee on Order of 
Business was as follow s : 1, that M. M. Kstee, 
the temporary Chairman, be made theperuia- 
uent Chairman: 2, that Jantes A. Orr, he made 
permanent 
Secretary, 
and 
Alexander 
Mackev and F. M. Pierey assistants; 3, J. I). 
Smith Sergeant-at Arms, with power to appoint 
three deputies: t. the adoption of a platform; 
5, naming eight Electors nnd eight Alternates: 
6, the appointment of a state General Commit­ 
tee, consisting ot one from each Assembly Dis­ 
trict. and an Executive Committee of fifteen; 
the latter to be appointed by theClmir, and both 
committees to constitute the State Central < 'mn- 
mittce. The report was unauimoiLsly adopted. 
The Committee on Platform and Resolutions 
asked for an hour’s further time in which to 
complete their labors, which was granted. 
J. J. Applegate offered the following resolu­ 
tion, which was read and referred to the com­ 
mittee: 
AVWívy), That this Convention adopt the plat­ 
form ofthe National Convention at Chicago. 
[Cheers] 
A resolution was offered to restore the tariffon 
raisins; another to secure the restoration of the 
tariffon wool, as fixed by the bill of ls67. Both 
were referred to the Committee on Platform. 
A resolution was read from the Fifth Congres­ 
sional District, recommending that the State 
Convention adopt as their platform that of the 
Chicago Convention, which was plain, simple 
and to the point. Referred. • 
F M. Plxlev proposed and read an entire 
platform, which was quite lengthy, nnd the 
reading of which was frequi ntly interrupted 
with loud bursts of applause. This w as alsosent 
to the Platform Committee room. 
A resolution was offered hy II. 7,. O*bom. of 
Mono, that at lea-i one representative from each 
Congressional District be named on the State 
Executive Committee. Adopted. 
Cutter of Yuba reported bills against the Con­ 
vention aggregating more than was raised by 
the assessment, and asked that a further assess­ 
ment be levied. The matter was referred to a 
Finance Committee. The bills were generally 
regarded as exorbitant. 
M. 1). Boruck moved that the Electors and 
Alternates chosen by the six Congressional Dis­ 
tricts be ratified. Carried. 
The next order of business was the nomina­ 
tion of two Eleetors-at-largc. 
The Chairman of the Sixth Congressional 
District, in an eloquent speech, named A. R. 
Conklin, of Mono. 
. 
Dr. Obed Harvey, of Sacramento, placed In 
nomination Henry Edgerton. of Sacramento 
county. Both gentlemen received several sec­ 
onds. 
M. D. Boruck sahl he hoped that no ballot 
would be taken until all the members were in 
their seats, and called attention to the fact that 
fifteen of the delegates were absent preparing a 
platform. 
Mr. Gaskell of Alameda moved tliat Henry 
Edgerton be nominated by acclamation. The 
motion was declared out of order. 
A member of Butte county named M. M. Es­ 
tee, but the latter peremptorily declined, with 
thanks, saving he was not a candidate for polit­ 
ical honors. 
J. R. Watson, of Sacramento, moved that both 
the gentlemen named be called forward and 
iLsktsi to address the Convention. 
Edgerton w as loudly called for, but was not 
present. [A committee went for him, but he 
was not at his residence.] 
Mr. Conklin was called out, and made a brief 
but spirited speech, which was loudly applaud 
ed 
He said whether nominated or not he 
should devote his entire energies fur the luocca* 
ofthe ticket from now until November next. 
A dispatch was received by the Chairman and 


read by the Secretffiy. from Dr. James Simpson 
of Sau Francisco, declining the nomination that 
had been tendered him of Elector from the 
Fourth District. The mutter was referred to the 
Fourth District delegation. 
Senator Yroorann, candidate for Elector from 
the Third District, next addressed the Conven­ 
tion. He said he did not propose to make a 
lengthy speech to the Convention, hut he would 
take tlic stuinp when the campaign opens and 
make a red-hot fight. There was no power on 
earth to keep us from electing Blaine and Lo­ 
gan in November. [Cheers.] It is only the be­ 
ginning of a fight that will wipe out the blot 
cast upon the State two years ago by the elec­ 
tion of the Democratic ticket. The" Stockton 
Convention drew the indictment against and 
convicted the Democratic administration, and 
it remains only for us to set the day of execu­ 
tion. which will be in November next. 
Mr. Reddick, another Elector, not tieing pres­ 
ent, his alternate. Judge L. M. Crane, of 5 ulia, 
was called for, and m ade a brief address, re­ 
plete with humor and brimming over with Re­ 
publicanism. 
Mr. Parks, of Yuba, who was not present when 
the resolution creating a State ( cutral Com­ 
mittee was passed, said he was afraid the Con­ 
vention had made a mistake. The report gave 
San Francisco too much, and the country too 
little, representation in the committee, lie said, 
according to the resolution, a representation was 
limited to Assembly districts. Some of the dis­ 
tricts included two and three counties. The 
urea was large, 150 miles in length, and this 
representation to them would he worthless and 
the best interest of the party would not be 
served by such an arrangement. 
Mr. Cutter of Yuba moved that the vote by 
which the Central Committee was adopted lie 
reconsidered. 
H. Z. Osborne of Mono made a lengthy argu­ 
ment in favor ofthe motion. Hesaid whenever 
this State is carried for the Republicans, it is 
done by the exertions o fth e State, outside of 
Sun Francisco. He said the Central Committee 
had no more power than the humblest member 
of the Republican party, and he saw no reason 
why the counties should not all have a repre­ 
sentative. The w ork and all the power must 
come from, and is in the Executive Committee, 
which necessarily must be selected from mem­ 
bers of the party in or near Sun Francisco. 
Mr. Parks said the committee as now provided 
for was unfair, unjust, aud not in accordance 
with Republican principles. Why should San 
Francisco have a majority of this committee, to 
the disfranchisement ot the country, when the 
metropolis w as surrounded with the daily press. 
George A. Ktiiglu said lie honed the country 
would lie dealt with fairly. We are here, lie 
said, for the best interest of the Republican 
party. He eulogized W. H. Parks as being a 
wise and live Republican, whose counsels were 
always valuable to the party, lie believed the 
Executive Committee should lie w ithin an 
hour's ride of Sail Francisco, hut thought every 
county in the State should he represented on the 
Central Committee. 
F. M. Pixlcv said he was a memlier from San 
Francisco, and he was satisfied his colleagues 
also were in favor of giving the country all the 
representation they desired. 
M. 1). Boruck was in favor of tiie reconsidera­ 
tion. but resented any aspersions against the 
state central Committees, past aud present. 
Cornwall, Chairman of the committee that re­ 
ported the resolution, made a lengthy argument 
in defense of their action, lie defended San 
Francisco, and related the labor incident to the 
position he had lielil as chairm an of the State 
Committee. He said 519 50 of every 820 raised 
for campaign purposes came from the Bay. He 
did not believe in putting San F ra n cisc o on an 
equality with Inyo, when the former had a 
population of over a quarter of a million to the 
hitter's less than one thousand. 
The roll was called on the adoption of the 
motion to reconsider until San Francisco was 
reached, which east 96 votes in the affirmative. 
That making a majority, further proceedings 
under roll-call were suspended. 
Preston of San Francisco introduced the fol­ 
lowing resolution, which was adopted: 
lim ited. That the State Central Committee 
consist of one member from each Assembly 
District; provided tliat in ail Assembly District 
comixvscn of more than one county each county 
shall be entitled to one member on said com­ 
mittee1. 
The Committee on Platform and Resolutions 
reported tlic following platform, which was 
read hy the Hon. David McClure, and unan­ 
imously adopted: 
Remlrcrt, That the Republicans of the State of 
California, in Convention assembled, indorse 
and reaffirm the National platform of the Re­ 
publican party, adopted at its Convention, re­ 
cently held in Chicago, aud we congratúlate the 
country upon the nomination ot Blaine and 
l-ogan.'the true representatives of the American 
policy of progress and unity. 
JtiMileetl, That we declare that the welfare of 
California demands, and that the prosperity of 
labor and the interests of capital require the 
maintenance by the National Government of 
the American system of tariff for protection. 
Under this policy which lias been con­ 
sistently supported 
by 
the 
Republican 
party since its foundation, our varied industries 
liave been fostered aud extended, our lalxiriug 
classes have enjoyed better wages than in any 
other part of the world, and the whole country 
hits achieved unparalleled prosperity. We de­ 
nounce the free trade policy which the Demo­ 
cratic party has advocated since 1840 as danger­ 
ous to the m aterial interests of the country and 
to the well-being of American labor. We ar­ 
raign the Democratic party of California for 
supporting the National Democratic party, 
which stands upon a platform that declares, in 
effect, for the free trade doctrine of tariff for 
revenue only, as admitted by prominent mem­ 
bers of the committee that framed the plank. 
We insist that the success of the British policy 
would destroy the growing industries of our 
commonwealth, especially the grape, raisin, 
wool and m anufacturing interests, and would 
reduce the wages of our workingmen to the 
starvation [giint. 
AVsoft.rd, That we ask and demand tliat the 
industry ofthe manufacture of the raisin shall 
Be protected by a protective duty, and resolved 
that we demand the restoration of the tariff on 
wool as fixed by the law of 1867. 
Ilwkrat, That we are in favor of the adoption 
of the proposed amendment to Section 7 of Ar­ 
ticle of the •'oustitmion of this State, author­ 
izing the furnishing of free-text book« for us,- in 
the common schools throughout the State. 
/,'• sobed, That the Republican party of Cali­ 
fornia has a consistent record in its unswerving 
devotion to the interests of the people in opposi­ 
tion to all monopolies. First—We declare that 
railroad corporations being organized for a pub­ 
lic use, all unjust discrimination as between 
persons and places is iu direct violation o fth e 
Constitution of this State, and should be pro­ 
hibited. Second—We declare that charges for 
freight by all transportation companies should 
only be what the service is reasonably worth. 
Third—It is the duty of the Kailroap Commis­ 
sion to regulate freights and fares justly in the 
interest ofthe people. 
Wc call attention to the section of the plat­ 
form of the National Republican party which 
favors Congressional legislation to carry out the 
constitutional |«nver of Congress to "regulate 
interstate commerce, and csjiecially to the lan­ 
guage declaring that " the principle ofthe pub­ 
lic regulation of railroad corporations is a wise 
and salutary one for the protection of all classes 
of the people, and we favor legislation that 
shall prevent unjust discrimination und ex­ 
cessive charges for transportation, and tliat 
shall secure to the people nnd to the railways 
alike fair and equal protection of the law s/’ 
We indorse this declaration. We charge that 
the platform of the National Democratic party 
evades this great Issue.

a friend of monopoly and an enemy to the 
rights and the interests of the people. We par­ 
ticularly denounce the doctrine advanced by 
tiie nominee of the Democratic party for Presi­ 
dent in his veto iu the New York legislature of 
tbe bill reducing fares on the Elevated Rail­ 
roads, in which he declared that there was no 
constitutional power in our Legislature to regu­ 
late and abridge privileges granted by a former 
legislature to a public agency. This extreme 
monopolistic view had been condemned by the 
higher (hurts of the land, is wrong and danger­ 
ous. and marks him as unfit to hold the high 
office of chief Magistrate of the Republic. 
limiced. That the Commissioner of Agricult­ 
ure be constituted a Cabinet officer of the nation 
as and under the title of "Secretary of Agricult­ 
ure." 
Rt not m l. That, recognizing the claims of our 
soldiers, and the especial obligations of Califor­ 
nia to those through whose faithful services our 
territory was acquired, we favor the payment of 
pensions to all surviving veterans of the Mexi­ 
can War. 
That nil property should bear its 
equal share of taxation. That all property, 
whether owned by individuals or corporations, 
should lie assessed at Its actual cash value, and 
be compelled to pay its just taxes. 
Itcrnlrcd, That we commend our representa­ 
tives in Congress for their efforts in behalf of 
restrictive Chinese legislation, thus redeeming 
the pledges of the party made for them, and 
renew our determination to make such restric­ 
tion effective, and in every way prevent the 
competition of Chinese with American lalsir. 
We thank the Republican National Convention 
for its emphatic declaration upon this subject;

T h e G landers.—W e have received the 
following com m unication from “ L. II. 
a gentlem an of this city, who is well qual­ 
ified to speak upon the’ subject: 
“ Just at 
this tim e 1 thought the following inform a­ 
tion relative to glanders may be of some 
use to your readers, who may frequently 
be heard to ask the question. W hat is glan­ 
ders? Glanders is a specific disease of a 
most m alignant type, originating in a faulty 
state of the hlood, and recognized by the 
ulceration of the lining mem brane of the 
nostrils. The mem brane, in the first in ­ 
stance, is thickened, and the neighboring 
lym phatic glands and vessels are enlarged 
and painful. One or more m inute pustules 
appear, first of a red and afterward of a yel­ 
low color, and commonly situated on the 
septum or partition dividing the nostrils. 
After a tim e they burst, and, the pit- escap­ 
ing. leaves a hole or ulcer, with ragged, 
thickened, intlamed, underm ined edges. 
The ulcer discharges a sticky, greenish, un­ 
healthy pus, consisting of small, degenerate 
globules, highly charged with the album in­ 
ous matters of the disintegrated textures, 
rapidly drying up when thinly spread mil, 
and often sinking in water, owing to its 
containing m uch album en and few oil or 
jnis cells. 
The ulceration, once begun, 
oes on until the m em brane is destroyed 
and the system poisoned by the absorption 
of the vitiated juts. The nose occasionally 
bleeds from the laying bare of m inute blood 
vessels, the eyes are prom inent and watery, 
the coat rough and staring, the breathing 
snoring and somewhat disturbed, and the 
ptiIso soft and easily accelerated. .Some­ 
times sym ptom s of farcy appear. 
A chok­ 
ing and suffocating cough is often present, 
iwing to ulceration in the throat, and the 
anim al rapidly loses flesh. 
In such cases 
of acute glanders a fatal effect may occur 
in ten days or a fortnight from the com­ 
mencement of the ulcerating stage. ('h runic 
landers, however, lasts for m onths and 
even years ; the usual ulceration is slight, 
and the anim al, with generous treatm ent, 
ias a healthy coat and may perform mod­ 
erate work. 
Indeed, anim als in this con­ 
dition may be seen at work in any locality 
in this State, and hence have arisen doubts 
as to the propriety o f compelling, by legal 
enactm ent, the destruction of such horses. 
But the expediency of the measure cannot 
he questioned, for horses, however slightly 
afiected by glanders in its ulcerative stage, 
are able by contact to comm unicate the 
disease, not only to healthy horses, but also 
to man. 
The vitiated ]ms, if it conic in 
contact with a raw surface, or w ith the 
m em brane of the eyes or nostrils, is speed­ 
ily absorbed, and. gradually im pairing the 
integrity of the circulating fluids, produces 
the local effects described. 
The disease 
does not always result from contagion. 
The other causes include everything that 
im pairs the integrity of the blood, such as 
had feeding, close, foul, dantji or over­ 
crowded stables, and diseases o f a debili­ 
tating character, such as epizootic, influenza 
and distemper. 
Asses and mules generally 
exhibit the disease in its acute form. 
Glatnlets is quite incurable, but by treat­ 
m ent life, except in extrem ely acute cases, 
may he prolonged for some time. This, 
however, is not desirable, for it involves, as 
above stated, a great risk, not only to other 
horses but also to the attendants."
